"VVhenBritisli Coluiuhia, nt the iu- 
stniice of Mr. Musgravo, aeLiiig imder 
instructions from Downing Street, ad- 
dressed Her Majesty, asking to 1)g 
joined to tlie Confedoriited Dominion 
of Canada upon certain expro.sHed con- 
ditionK, one of those condiiionn -waa, 
"The inilucncoof the Dominion Oov- 
ornment will be used to secure tliccon- 
timiod maintenance of the naviil stii. 
tion at Esquimalt. " The oyntnict en- 
tered into v.iia scarcely lesss with llio 
Imperial than with the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. At least Columbia hail bceu 
taught so to regard it; aiid had it not 
boon for that view she would probably 
have hesitated about forming the iiew 
relationship. It was reasonahlo, un- 
der all the circumstances, to iissume 
that when the Qcukn, acting matoriud- 
ly more particularly on the part of 
Columhia, approved of the Terms and 
formally united the two, she ipso facto 
agreed to do that for which Canada, 
in the above recited coyeuant, promis- 
ed to use its influence. Indeed, to as- 
sume anything else would be little 
short of placing Her Majesty in tlio 
position of an accessory to fraud. Let 
us see how far this obligation has been 
fulfilled, — or rather ruthlessly broken! 
Scarcely was the Dominion ll»i? un- 
furled on the Pacific when HerMajes- 
t3''s ships began to turn their prows 
towards the southland the force in 
these waters has been dwindling ever 
since until now it is a rare sight to see 
a Blue-jacket in our streets, In truth , 
Esquimalt may almost be said to have 
ceased to be"the naval station." Since 
the days of the veteran Farquhar, Col- 
umbia has scai'cely seen the face of a 
British Admiral. The absence of the 
Pacific lleet is bad enough ; but it is 
certainly an aggravation to know that 
the ships which ought to be here are 
actuallyand syatematically rendezvous- 
in;/ at foreign ports. It is said that the 
Admiral and his oflicers find South 
America pleasanter than British Col - 
umbia and the attractions of foreigu 
courts greater than those of "Carey 
Castle." Very possibly they .may; 
and if Her Majesty's ships were pri- 
vate pleasure yachts and naval ofHcer.'j 
their fortunate owners, tiio right to 
tijid fault with tho fastidionsno.ss of 
the choice might bo optui to qiicdtiou, 
although the want of patriotism would 
still bo obvious. But there remains 
to be considered a still worse phase of 
the subject. The less distant port of 
San Francisco has recently become a 
favorite rendezvous for ^ships w hich 
ought to be at Eaqiaimalt. They now 
make that port asortof head-f|iiai toni, 
and tlieotJi-tVi irare ica.cc'i so hi>Ul in tl/i-ir 
costly luxaiii iis to uctiialiij onler ^ull•lll 
stores to La conveyed down to tlieni from 
qttinuxll in an American steamm- J Now it 
occurs to us to ask, is Her ^[p.jestY;s 
navy to bo run in the interest of tiio 
oflicors, or of the nation'.-' Are the 
fastidious tastes of an Aeliuiral to be 
pamiiered at the expense of the Eng- 
lish tax-payer '? What is porhajjs naore 
to the present purpose, are the unpat- 
riotic preferences of naval officers to 
override the just claims and rights, the 
material interests, as well as tlio loyal 
aspirations of British Colonists '•' Is 
this the way the covenant of C^onfed- 
eration i,s to bfc kept? British loyalty 
on the Paciti(! fostered and reeogni/od V 
Some two years ago the I'nited Stales 
war-steamer "Pensacola" put into this 
jjort, where she lomained a lew davii 
and the juen were paid oii", - -precisely 
what Her Mojesty's ships are doingall 
the time in South America and San 
PranciHCd. What, liajjju'ned '! No 
sooner did om- cDiisiiis ai'i-oss tlio wa- 
ter hear of il than a hue and err was 
raised id)()iit giving a British (rmimii- 
nity the henetit of the cousoiiiu;nt, ex- 
penditure, and representations wero at 
once made to Washington. So ])n)ni[>Lly 
was the "Pensaeola" ordered a\i-ay 
that the men hadn't, time to tinish their 
foreign ap])lo, and instructions wero 
issued to prevent the repetition of an 
act which was so promptly recognized 
as an injustice to the citizens of ( he 
United States. This incident is men- 
tionod in order that tho reader may 
contrast tho conduct of tho Ameriean 
Goyernment in this res])ect with tliat 
of our own nation. Is Jiritisli Colum- 
bia less in need of and less entitled 
to tho^o material advantages arising 
from the presence of the fleet? It hue 
been aeon how tho national faith is in 
a manner pledged to maintain tiie 
naval station at Ksquimalt ; and it: has 
been socii how faith has been ke))t. 
Who is immediately responsible ior 
this bad faith ? Who is to blame for 
the loss to British subjects, the injury 
to British interests on the North Paci- 
iic arising out of the expenditure of 
nnllions in foreign ports to which this 
community have both a natural and a 
treaty claim 'i* Whpso fault is it that 
such flagrant wrong is being done to 
Columbia? We aro uot quito sure 
that tho fault does not lie disagree- 
ably near homo. If the ninttcr has 
not" been oflicially reported at Ottawa, 
tho fault lies at the door of the. 'Local 
Governinout. If it has, and the Do- 
minion Government have not "used 
their influence to secure tho continued 
maintenance of tho naval station at 
Esquinuilt," tho blame rests at Ottawa, 
If, however, both have doiio thoir 
duty, then deep the blame a)id respon' 



has been neglected by either or both, 
let it be neglected no longer. Let such 
representations be made without delay 
as Avill oflfeotually put an^end to a con- 
dition of things as ' unworthy of the 
great nation of which it is our glory to 
form a part as it is unjust to Hor Ma- 
jesty's subjects, injurious to Brit- 
ish interests and trying to British loy- 
alty on the Pncitic.

The Archdeacon, of. Columbia has 
written a very long and tedious letter 
on this subject, and it is printed in the 
Bishop's organ, published in this city. 
The letter opens with the following 
proposition : 

"That schism is a grevious sin no 
one can doubt who thinks how the 
Holy Bible spcaku of it, and what the 
church teaches concerning it." 

Now, -what is "Schism" 'i" Webster 
defines it as "division or separation." 
Surely common sense and a moderate 
knowledge of the principles of the 
Ciu'istiau religion should have taught 
the .Vrch deacon that Schism jier so 
is not necessarily sin, — that it is like 
many other things, good or bad ac- 
cording to circumstances. Did it uot 
occur to him that the Ohurehof which 
ho is such a distinguished member is the 
oiFspring of Schism ? Is it, therefore, 
the child of Sin? God forbid! That 
Schism was tho"glorious Reformation. 
Tlnit Schism is uot necessarily a sin , 
but may be a duty, conunanded by 
(iud, "no (uio can doubt who thinks 
how Iho Holy Bible speaks of it." 
'lake, for example, the following from 
among tho many passages which might 
bo ([uoted. 

" Wlioroforo coino out from smoug 
tlisin, and bo yo Boparate, »aith the Lonl , 
ami touch not the nncleau thing; and J 
will rooeivo you, and will bo a rnthor 
unto you, and yo shall be my sons and 
(liuiglitors, saitli tho Loi cl Abniglity." — 
2 Cor. G. 17. 

,N 3 w, a reference to tho context will 
show that the Ooriathian Ohristians were 
thus exhorted to come out audbo separate 
from tliiiiKG similar to those from which 
Hio very party against whom tho Arch 
(loajou'd fiiluiinations aro diroctod have 
felt it to be tlieir painful cJuty to come 
out and be separate. Nothing coukl well 
be mora conclusive, and, althongh it 
would doubtless be very great preBurap- 
tion in us to say so, \va cannot lielpthinK- 
inp; that tho Arcluleacon has not well con- 
»iilerod "how the Holy liible speaks of 
lichism" or separation. It will not be 
uecpssary to follow the Archdeacon 
through the two iveary columns occupied 
in a Quixotic attempt to maintain the er- 
roneous proposition with which ha Start- 
Oil; but we may he permitted to remark 
tl:at tho notion tiiat the Church of Eng- 
laud alono is the Church of Christ is evi- 
dently the beam in the oya of tlio Arch 
deacon and these who tako similar 
ground. They contend that to separate 
from that particular Church is to "separ- 
ate from the body of Christ," and, there- 
foro, "grievous siu."

ters gave to Parliament whe:i they pro- 
mised that, wherever practicable, tho con- 
tract system would ho adopted. Haying 
recited the facts and recounted tho cIVorta 
maiKi to obtain justice for Nanaimo, the 
J'Veti rre.<:f exclaim. s: 

"But all this availoth nothing. Wo 
might as well shout our oompbiints at the 
mighty cataract of Niagara and expect re- 
dress, as to think that the safety and con- 
venience of the people of Nanaimo would 
for a moment be studied by the 'powers 
that be.' " 

It is simply disgraceful that a largo 
and highly'productive community should 
bo systematically subjected to such treat- 
ment.

Torrible Fire. 

[Prom tlio Londun TtloKraph, Oct. 'JJ,] 

At the little town of Ouer, in Ohes- 
liiro, a fearful disaster ooonrred on 
Tuesday niglit. A cofton mill, one of 
the finest in the country, tlie i>roporty 
of .Messrs. Haighdt Son, had only beon 
I'oeently constriictod, witii all the Int- 
ost iia])rovoinci!tH and luachiiiory, and 
gave eiii])li>yniO]it to about iiOU opera- 
tives, 'i'lie lanin building w!is several 
iiniulrcd foot in longth, niuoty feet 
liigli, and contaiuod his. lloors, all of 
which were occupied by machiiiory. 
The outbro-'i'ic of the fire was very giuldou 
and tho sprend of the Haines was ex- 
tremely ra])id, for in a very few niin- 
utos after the iilann was given the 
work-pooplo -were rushing about the 
various floors in a state of great con- 
Bternatiou. 'i'hoso employed in the 
lower part of the mill readily effected 
their escape. The flames swept from 
lh)or to floor, iind tho stairs were 
Hljcodily rciulcrod iiiipassablo, so that 
SI) that those wlio iuid not got out in 
the first I'nsh from tho building luul 
their cseajie cut off, and thoy appoaretl 
111! the inoi'aiid tho upper windows, 
making hcartrt'iidiiig ;i|)poals to those 
bolow to savojthom. A frantic woman 
wlio, with hor two ehildroii, was in the 
iipjjer part of the inili, throw tho chil- 
dren, one after the other into u re.",f'r- 
vuuv, ninety foot below, (Juo of tlio 
little ones was recovered almost un- 
hurt; but the other was killed. The 
woman tlien leapt out herself ,but,fall- 
iiig on tiio side of the tank, her head 
was da.diod to piece.!. In ii inarvol- 
ously brief s])iK'c of time tho rijof of 
tho mill fell in, and then all hope of 
saving thoue still in the mill wssgoue. 
Wlien tlie firo had so far burnt itself 
out as to ndinitof a search Ijoiiig made, 
1*11111' bodies wore found liuddlod to- 
I .','(;tli< r in one cif the towoi'H of tho mill, 
I ,-iiid live dtln'i'.s wore discovori'd in va- 
i rious part.4 of tlio grniiis. A later IJro- 
port states that the fire was caused by 
friction of Bome part of the machinery 
ill tho s])iiiiiing-room on tiio fourtli 
lloor. 'I'liG luiiii in cliargo of one of 
tho Hpiiuiing uuilos obsorvod a spark 
struck from a fly-wheel, and in an iu- 
stimt loose particles of cotton bocamo 
ignited, and coiniimnicated flame to 
tho partly-spun thread and the bob- 
bins on tho mule.

Adopting tho Prayer-Bcok of 
Protestant Ejjiscopal ('hiircli as a 
basis, the new Church has luudo tiie 
following changes: , ^ 

The word "'priest," wherever it oc- 
curs in the rubrics, has been changed 
to "minister." 

After the opening sentences, spe- 
cial texts have been introduced fur use 
ou Christmas, Eustor, Good Friday, 
and other days. 

The "Absolution," as it is termed 
in the Proiestiiiit Episcopal book, is 
changed into a prayer. Tho asser- 
tion tliat "'iod hath giveu flower and 
commandineiit to His ministers to de- 
clare and pronounce to His people, 
being penitent, the absolution aud re- 
mission of their sins," is omitted. 

The Canticle, "O, all ye works of 
the Lord," from tiie .Vpooryplia, be- 
ing rarely used and of douljtffll ex- 
pediency, is oioitfced. • ' 

The words, "He descended into 
hell," which were inserted in tlie 
Apostles' Creed in the seventli cen- 
tury, aro omitted from the text, i)er- 
mission being givc^n to the minister to 
use them at his option. 

The Nicene Creed remains unchang- 
ed, but its latter clauses, f(o constant- 
ly a burden to tender consciences in 
the Protofitant Episcopal Church by 
reason of the use made of tliciu by 
Ritualists and Konianists, aro' ex- 
plained by tliG following note: "15y 
one Catholic and Apostolic Church is 
signified The blessed company of all 
faithful peo]do, and by One Bniitism 
for the reiiiissiou of sine, the Baptism 
of tho Holy Ghost." 

A slight verbal change ia made in 
tho Prayer for all in Civil Authority. 

Tho Litany remains unchanged ex- 
cept h\ the insertion of one inoro j)eti- 
tion: "That it may please Thee to 
send forth laborers into Thy hai"- 
vest." 

It will be seen that the structure of 
the Morning Service remains unchang- 
ed, and that the alterations in it are 
slight. 

"The Evening Service ia modified in 
the same particulars, while au addi- 
tional service, compiled from diA'eroiit 
portioQS'Of the Prayer-Book, is added 
for those who prefer more vai-iety of 
form. 

Coming now to tlm Communion Of- 
fice we find that the language of tho 
Commandments is that of the King 
James' version, and indeed the same 
is true of almost all texts used in the 
services. Ah invitation to the oom- 
inunion is inserted, and its use, in the 
following language, made obligatory: 
"Our fellow-Christians of other 
branches of Christ's Chnreh, aud all 
who love our Divine Lord aud Sav. 
iq^r Jeaqs Christ iii aiucevity, are af- 
fectionately invited to the Jjord's 
Table." 

In tiie exhortation to those about to 
commuuica*.e, the words, ".So is the 
danger great if iwe receive the name 
unworthily," are omitted. All allu- 
sions to "Holy MyBterieg," "eating 
tho ileahand dri^Uing the blood," etc., 
are also er^st'd . 

Tho minister is directed to say t<j all 
the communicants around the iaiile, 
"The body of our Lord -losus Ciiriiit, 
which was given for yon, preserve 
y(jur bodies and souls nnlo evn la-^ling 
life," aiidtlutn, when (lelivoiing tlio 
bread, to each "Take and cut this 
bread in reinembranco that Christ 
died for thee, and feed ou Him in tliy 
heart, by faith, witli thanksgiving. ' 
A like change is made in deliveriug 
tho cup, 

The ordei' of the Church of Eng- 
land Prayor-]3ook, by which a largo 
portion of the prayer is luscil ul'ler 
the elements arc, distributed, is restor- 
ed. 

The Communion Office, as now pre- 
sented, is a work of great time ami 
care, andof earnest, jirayerfiil thought. 
It is boliove.l to becomplelely in cocur- 
danco with the views ol t ho s'lcr.Lin. ut 
aa entertained by all U.vuiojelical 
Christians, 

Tho same gi'eat principles have gov 
orned the roYisioii cjf the linptisnial 
Office. Children are to b<' psesented 
by their parents when practicable, ami 
one at least of the peraans preponting 
them must be a communicant of some 
Evangelical church. 

There is nothing in this service 
which can be constnied into ;i cui;- 
necration of the water, no prayer thai 
it bo sanctified "to tin; mystical nvusIi- 
iiig ftway of sin." 

In the o.\hortiUioii, after tho reading 
of A portion of the tenth chapter of 
St. Mark, appears the following pas- 
sago :

Bold Express Robbery. 

MASKED MEN GAG AN EXPRESS 
MESSENGEB ON THE GREAT 
WESTERN R. R. 



About 9150, 000 Stolen, 

TOROKTO, Nov.13. 
As tlie oxin'oss ti'ain on the Great 
Western IJailway was leaving Port 
('redit, a station a few miles out of 
the city, about five o'clock this even- 
ing, five ina>d;ed men boarded her. 
After uufasteuing the bell-cord, they 
bound and gagged the baggage-man, 
then entered tho apartments of the 
Aincricau I'lxprcss's Company's mes- 
senger, gagged, haiiilcufled and blind- 
folded him, obtained the keys aud se- 
cured the contents of the safe, amount- 
ing to between thirty aud forty thou- 
sand dollars. The robbers remained 
on tho train till it reached Queen's 
Wharf, in the westei'U ]iai't of this 
city. 

The "tilobe" of to-day says: Tho 
amount stolen is varioufily estimated at 
from $00,000 to $200,000, but from 
careful empiirios it is probal)le that 
the total will bo somothiug short of 
Sl.jl),()00. No inforiimtioir of a definite 
character on this point could be ob- 
tained from the Express Company, or 
from Dundon, who had evidently been 
cautioned, but from a statement made 
by Dundon when released from his 
bonds, there can be little doubt that 
the latter amount will most nearly ap- 
proxmate the actual loss sustained by- 
the Company. 

There are some portions of the ac- 
count an stated above which might be- 
more fully explained. The car in 
wliicli theroblir.v wa.s ( fi'ectedis one c f 
the orilinaiy biiggage and exjiresscars, 
placed next to tlie en;;iiie. 'I'hese ca:s 
arc generally divided into two sections, 
one for the Express Company and the 
other for the ordinary baggage. In 
this case the portion alotted to the 
Lixprcss I'ompany was forward, next 
tho ongino, and tho ))ortion used for 
buggage in the rear. It wtnild be in- 
teresting to know, therefore, iiow four 
iiion could gain access to the front 
platform of that I'ar, cut the b(dl-i'i>])e, 
with luithing to which to attach the 
forwanl ])iece, remain there long 
eiHuigh to attire theiu-ielvos iij white 
gowns, and open tho door and enter 
the car witlujut the ougiiic diivcr t)lj- 
serviiiganything unusual. Then again 
the baggage car is, almost without ex- 
ception, used by tho brakesmen bc- 
tv,'(ieii stiiiioiis, and it is a nnr,! matter 
of fact that, especially in tho evening, 
thoy go there to smoke and chat, no. 
tably the brakesman who has charge 
of the front car. In this case, bow- 
ever, no person entered tliat car from 
tli(! time of leaviiigjjP(jrt Credit until 
the anival of the train in or near To- 
ronto. Then, again, it is usual fortlic 
conductor to go into tho baggage (^al- 
io collect tickets after leaving Port 
( 'I'cdii , a.-i jvissengcrs froijueiitly go 
there to smoke nnd chat. In this 
ca'^c ccnild not li,a\'e done so, or the 
roljliers wtmlil havu been prevented 
from carrying out their plan. Those 
are thoughts which the facts rb stated 
by the jjorsons interested naturally 
suggest , though they may be open to 
very satisfactory exi)liinations, 

The Express Company wi\s fi, rt iicati,' 
in one respect, that lai'gcas tlie.-mionni 
Rloleu was, it was less than is usually 
c:u'ried by thistraiu, Tho iiKmey c<ni- 
yistod of a considerable ijuantify of 
gold coin, in courae of transmission 
frcun Now "York to some Canadian 
banks in tho usual ^Yay of exchange, 
and notes, bank bills, &c., passing Iw- 
twwn Canadian banks in ordinary 
liiisiuoss transactions. It is probable 
that a considerable portion of the 
iKHiiiiial amomit stolen will thn.'j be 
remli.red iinavailablo to the robbers, 
but much will be, unlesa arrests are 
Kjieodily made, entirely lost.
